CANDIDATES NOT DISCUSSED. 

The committee officially took no 
cognizance of candidates, although 
the lobby of the hotel where the 
meetings were held was pretty well 
filled with Republicans who have 
been mentioned as Presidential possi- 
bilities and their supporters. About 
600 of the $86 delegates to the con- 
vention are to be chosen at primaries, 
and by the time most of these elec- 
tions are held the leaders expect to 
have a good line on what the differ- 
ent States think of candidates. 

The Republican fight, the gossip 
went today, will be waged on a few 
plain principles, defense of American 
commerce and industry and defense 
of American lives. One of the points 
of attack will be that the Democratic 
Party In Congress had not stood for 
an adequate plan of preparedners un- 
til events across the Atlantic forced 
them to change their position. 

One of the last things done by the 
committee today was the selection of 
a committee on arrangements, which 
will select a temporary chairman for 
the convention and name some of its 
important temporary committees. 

Chairman Hilles is head of the 
Arrangements Committee, and the 
other members are: Ralph BE.

Hampshire, Fred Stanley of Kansas, 
Charies B. Warren of Michigan, Al- 
vah H. Martin of Virginia, James P.

“She (the Trent) was carrying her 
cargo and her passengers to a neutral 
country, and, moreover, she had taken 
them on in a neutral port. If it were 
admissible that under such conditions 
the neutral flag did not completely 
cover the persons and merchandise 
which it was transporting, its immuni- 
ty would no longer be anything but 
an empty word; at any time the com- 
merce and navigation of third pow- 
ers would have to suffer from their 
harmless or even indirect relations 
with one or the other of the bel- 
ligerents; the latter would no longer 
be entitled merely to require entire 
impartiality of a neutral and to forbid 
him from interfering in any way in 
the hostilities, but they would place 
upon his freedom of commerce and 
navigation restrictions the lawfulness 
of which modern international law 
has refused to admit.”’ 

The text of the American note which 
is said to be brief, will be made pub- 
lic when word of its delivery to the 
French Foreign Office is received by 
the State Department. 
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NEW YORK, Dec. 14.—A concen- 
tration camp for Germans and Aus- 
trians taken from ships by British 
and French cruisers in South Ameri- 
can and West Indian waters has been 
established at Barbados, according to 
passengers, who arrived here today 
on the steamship Acre from West 
Indian ports. When they left Barba- 
dos, the passengers said, the camp 
held 120 prisoners, mainly German 
and Austrian commercial representa- 
tives taken while traveling between 
South American countries, together 
with sallofs and firemen found on 
board ships that cruisers have 
stopped. 

According to reports circulated in 
Barbados, the passengers added, be- 
ginning with this month the seas are 
to be swept clean by the allies of all 
male representatives of enemy na- 
tions. Women and children are not 
to be taken, but all men will be 
seized, regardiess of occupation, if 
they cannot prove citizenship of the 
United States or other neutral coun- 


The camp where they are said to be 
held has comfortable quarters, and, 
though the prisoners are under guard, 
they are not compelled to work.

The affidavit also declares that

THE AFFIDAVIT. 


The affidavit follows: 

“My name is Johannes Henrykus 
Van Koolbergen, my occupation is 
civil engineer, I live in Mill Valley.

“Some months ago, in 1915, I do 
not remember the exact date, prob- 
ably five months ago, say about April 
I met a man named Wilhelm von 
Brincken in the Heldelberg Cafe in 
San Francisco. His address was Novo. 
303 Piccadilly apartments in San 


on him there. I told. him that I in- 
tended to go on a trip to Canada so 
that I did not think I would have time 
to call until I returned. I spent about 
five weeks going up to Canada and 
when I came back I was informed by 
the people at the house where I lived 
that Von Brincken had called me a 
couple of times by telephone, asking 
me to come up and see him. Not 
knowing what he wanted I went to 
see him at the Piccadilly apartments 
about the beginning of April. He 
> . told me that he was an offi- 
eer in the German army and at 
present working in the secret service 
of the German Empire and worked 
here under Mr. Franz Bopp, the tm- 
perial German Consul. He then told 
me that he was informed that I was 
in Canada and that my nationality 
and personality had been inquired 
into by detectives on behalf of the 
English authorities in and 
said therefore I know you could do 
something for us in Canada. 

“lt answered that I was willing to 
do so if it was for an innocent pur- 
pose. I would have no objections but 
that he must first name his price and 
he said it would be worth one thous- 
and dollars ($1000.) I told him that 
I was too well known in Canada, that 
he could hardly use my papers, but 
that if it were worth one thousand 
dollars ($1000) to help a friend that 
I would have no objection to go my- 
self and act for him. 

“So he said: “Well, you had better 
come over some day to the German 
Consulate and I will introduce you to 
the German Consul.’ 

“T went to the German Consulate 
and met Franz Bopp, the imperial 
German Consul, and upon different 
questions being asked me by Mr. 
Bopp, the German Consul, I became 
very @ro-German in the expression 
of my sentiments. I left the German 
Consul and was admitted into one 
of the other offices on the fifth floor 
of the Royal Insurance Building on 
Sansome street, corner of Pine street, 
San Francisco, and there Von Brinck- 
en came to Me again and asked me 
if I would do something for him in 
Canada. 

“He esid: “You are the man, you 
can make good money!’ 

“Yon Brincken then asked me to 
come up to his room in the Piccadilly 
apartments the next day. I went in. 
Then Von Brincken told me that they 
were willing to send me up to Can- 
ada to blow up one of the railroad 
bridges on the Canadian Pacific.

Sir George Paish, one of the best- 
known English authorities In finan- 
Cial affairs, made this statement to 
The Associated Press today in regard 
to the government's plan for modbiliza- 
tion as American securities.

DANIELS TELLS WHY NOTICES 
ON THEIR LANDS

(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 14.—A let- 
ter from Josephus Daniels, Secretiry 
of the Navy, explaining the depart- 
ment’s purpose in posting notices 
recently. on California oll lands, was 
forwarded here today by United States 
Senator James D. Phelan from , Wash- 
ington. The letter was written in re- 
ply to an inquiry made by Senatdér 
Phelan at the request of the Oil In- 
dustry Association ‘of California, 

Notices were posted on lands in 
order formally to take possession of 
them as part of the naval petroleum 
reserve, Secretary Daniels said in his 
letter to Senator Phelan. , 

“No notices were posted upon lands 
that were actually occupied,” the let- 
ter said, “or upon which there were 


producing wells or drilling operations 


in progress, so that there could have 
been no forcible entry or disturbance 
of the possession of land peaceably 
occupied for many years. 

“It was not the intention of this 
department fo disturb in any way the 
occupant of any unpatented land, or 
to aggravate the already chaoctic con- 
dition in this field, and, in fact, the 
posting of such notices, even if in- 
advertently placed on land upon which 


|a discovery had been made, could 


have no effect upon the validity of an 
existing claim, or upon the proceed- 
for patent. 

“The purpose in posting the notices 
Was to formally take possession of 
haval petroleum reserve land that 
was not occupied and so give : notice 
to the public as to the character of 
the land, in order to prevent the 
initiation of claims adverse to the 
government or the strengthening of 
claims that were not already based 
upon occupancy, production, discovery 
or drilling operations on the prog- 
ress.” 

Secretary Daniels said that the 
officer in charge had informed him 
that no notices were posted on lands 
upon which there were producing 
wells or drilling operations and that 
the operators understood there was 
no occasion for alarm. He said an 
apparent misunderstanding of the 
facts was caused by erroneous reports 
of what actually had been done and 
of its intent.

MEDITERRANEAN ATTACKS. 


The State Department is keeping 
secret the advices it has received im 
reference to the further attacks upon 
American ships in the Mediterranean 
by Austro-Hungarian submarines. So 
far as known, there was no loss of 
life, but much the same treatment 
appears to have been meted out to 
the vessel that was accorded to the 
tanker Petrolite. There continues to 
be doubt as to what befell the tanker 
Communipaw. The depaftment ex- 
pects in a few-days to be advised of 
the facts in connection with all the 
ships that have suffered. By that 
time it will have received a response 
from the Austrian government to the 
demahds made in connection with 
the Ancona. It now appears to be 


eiliatory and based upon inability toe 
get in touch with the submarine, 
which will be considered lost. 
Under the circumstances Austria- 
Hungary will feel impelled to accept 
as true the statement of facts made 
bv the United States, and will ex-

department's estimates for coast de- 
fenses during the comifig year were 
submitted to the military committees 
of Congress in the form of a pre- 
limjimary Graft of the fortifications 
appropriation bill, carrying a total of 
$23,306,123 for all purposes, includ- 
ing the maintenance and increase of 
permanent works in the Hawalians 
end Philippines. 

Estimates for the Panama Canal, 
which will fall under the canal gov- 
ernment, wil] add another $600,000 to 
this sum, and in addition the War 
Department asks authority to make 
continuing contracts during the year 
te a total of more than 310,000,000 
for mobile and coast artillery and 
ammunition, the appropriations to be 
mext year, The bill last year granted 
such authority to the extent of $500,- 
600, covering contracts for mobile 
artillery. field guns, siege suns, 
mountain guns and howitzers only. 
For engineer! work to be done 

on new fortifications the department 
asks for $5,369,260, the only specific 
being that at Cape Henry, 
where it ia indicated eighteen gun

BIG SUM FOR NEW GUNS. 


For new guns, either field or sea- 
coast, and for ammunition to be pur- 
chased immediately, $9,961,000 is 
asked, Under these provisions come 
the experiments now in progress to 
determine how big guns can be 
mounted on motor cars or raflroad 
trains or moved along the coasts to 
points of danger. They also embrace 
experimental werk ,with new types 
of field, siege mountain artillery. 

An indication of the preparations 
Planned is shown by the fact that 
$1,352,000 is asked for subcaliber 
guns and ammunition to carry out 
training in marksmanship next year 
in addition to the work with full 
charges. 

The appropriations sought cover

BERLIN COMMENT.

CHICAGO, Dec. 14.—More national 
political conventions have been held 
in the Chicago Coliseum, where the 
Republican Nationa] Convention will 
be held next year, than in any other 
bullding in the United States. Three 
Republican national conventions have 
been held within its walls, and it was 
there that the Progressive party se- 
lected its first national ticket. _ 

The building ta 408 feet long, 170 
feet wide and 110 feet high, and is 
constructed of stone, brick, steel and 
glass. It has a wide balcony ex- 
tending around three of its walla, and 
when arranged for convention pur- 
poses its maximum seating capacity 
ia 11,640. 

In June, 1904, the Republican Na- 
tional Convention was held there and 
Theodore Roosevelt nominated for 
President and Charles W. Fairbanks 
for Vice-President. 

In 1908 the Republican National 
Convention was again held in the 
Coliseum, and William H. Taft was 
named for President and James 8. 
Sherman for Vice-President. 

‘Taft and Sherman were renomi- 
nated by the Republicans in 1912 in 
the Coliseum after one of the storm- 
lest sessions in the history of the 
party, which resulted in Theodore 
Roosevelt and his friends bolting the 
convention and organizing the Pro- 
gressive party. A few weeks later the 
newly-organized Progressive party 
held ite first national convention at 
the Coliseum and nominated Col. 
Roosevelt for President and Gov. 
ee of Calffornia for Vice-Presi- 

ent.

PLAN COUNTY BUREAU 


TO HERD “BLIND PIGS.” 


NEW bureau, to be known as 
the liquor law enforcement de- 
partment, is likely to be added 

to the county government, according 
to a plan afoot with the Board of 
Supervisors. 

Action In the matter will probably 
be precipitated by the receipt yester- 
day of a letter from the “Morals Efmfi- 
clency Committee” urging the Supervi- 
sors to delegate the enforcement of 
liquor laws in municipalities to the 
District Attorney, whose jurisdiction 
now extends only to unincorporated 
territory, 

This letter is in direct conflict with 
the plan, which for some time has 
been under contemplation by the 
Supervisors. It had been proposed to 
create a separate department and 
take out of the hands of the District 
Attorney the enforcement of liquor 
laws througBlut the couaty, but this 
plan did not contemplate the intru- 
sion of county authorities into regu- 
larly incorporated cities, which have 
their own agencies of law and order. 

Now comes Robert C. Barton, ex~- 
ecutive secretary of the “Morals Emi- 
ciency Committee,” with another plan. 
This committee has been sent upon 
its way of regulating morals without 
regard to corporate boundaries and 
hag as its head, Dr. Elbert Wing, who 
is also head of the Municipal Med- 
dling League. It is proposed by

“What a game it ts going to be, this 
fight for the old Garden of Eden, with the 
thigh-banked canals and the crumbling walks 
of Babylon and Hitt serving for trenches 
and forts and the khans which sheltered 
Ali Baba and WHarounal-Raschid as out- 
posts!” wrote the British ‘officer fn detai)- 
ing the advance.up the Tigro-Euphrates 
Valley after the capture of Bassorah from 
the Turks. But it is proving a costly 
“game” for both sides. 

Most remarkable is this campaign. The 
fact that the country into which the Brit- 
ish advanced is largely under water has 
compelled the troops to become practically 
amphibious. And their transport is “prob- 
ably the most remarkable thing of the kind 
ever assembled.” On land they are using 
camels, horses, mules and donkeys, while 
on the water the services of everything, 
from the native balems, gufas and kalehs 
to shallow-draught gunboats and river 
steamers are being requisitioned. The old 
Bagdad side-wheelers have been converted 
| into gunboats and one went into action with 
an armor improvised from mats of dried 
dates. The Turkish shrapnel made an 
awful mess of it and also of the poor chaps 
behind it. 3

AMAGED WAR GOODS. 
Unrebduked immorality; practiced in 
the streets of the capital cities of Europe, is 
one of the horrors of war not generally 
touched upon by forelgn correspondents. 
This has increased to an alarming extent, 
and if not actually encouraged, is winked at 
by the authorities responsible for the moral- 
ity of these cities. 

London and Berlin, instead of being ha- 
vens of rest and recuperation for the weary 
soldiers during their brief respites from the 
ugly work in.the trenches, are given over 
to those catering to the lower instincts of 
human nature, thus sending officers and 
men back to their duties weakened rather 
than strengthened by their short leaves of 
absence. As a chief form of home enter- 
tainment for the gallant defenders of their 
native lands, gambling, drinking and pros- 
titution seem to run riot ip most of the 
large European cities. 7 

In London, evidently, from accounts fur- 
nished by eye-witnesses, the bars have been 
let down and the lid generally lifted for 
practices degrading enough when carried 
on secretly in defiance of law, a source of 
national corruption when flaunted without 
legal restrictions ‘conspicuously in public 


places.
